Excessive Tax Levies WHI Be Inves­ 
tigated After Bill Passes. 
Guthrie, Okla., Jan. 14.—State Ex­ 
aminer and Inspector Charles Tay­ 
lor announced today that as soon 
as the bill now* pending in the leg­ 
islature providing for the reduction 
of excessive tax levies, is passed by 
both houses and signed by the gov­ 
ernor, he will send inspectors into 
every county of the state aud ex­ 
amine closely the tax levies. If any 
are found excessive, and the taxes 
are known to be so in many school 
districts and several counties, Mr. 
Taylor will report to the governor 
-and the local boards will be asked 
to meet at once and reduce the levies 
to the constitutional limitation. 
In manj school districts the school 
tax is double and sometimes quad­ 
ruple the county tax and many times 
larger than the state tax. 
In one 
^school district the school'tax upon 
one half section of land wras $132. 
or nearly 50 cents an acre. The ad-, 
mmisti ation realizes that these ex- * 
cessive district and county taxes will 
be laid to the democrats now in con­ 
trol of the government, whereas the 
administration has reduced the state , 
tax to I 1-2 mills, and claims that j 
the excessive taxes are due to ex- 
iravagant levies of county and town­ 
ship boards of assessors. The gov­ 
ernor will require all boards to re­ 
duce the levy to what is actually 
necessarv for conducting the business 
of the county or school district for 
one year.

Seabolt as he was getting out of the 
crib door with his aims full of corn 
4.fter shooting him down he emptied 
other shots into the prostrate body 


Upon examining trial Oallahan was 


committed to jail without bail 
but 


later his attornejs Stone & Maxey 
secured before Judge West bond in 
the sum of $25 000 which was made 
with scheduled piopertv security of 
$35 000 


It is leported that Callahan re 


marked before retiring for the night 
that he had found a bottle of whis- 
key in the barn out of which he took 
two drinks 


Some of Cdllahan s friends rather 


hint at the possibility of a poisoned 
preparation having been fi\ed np for 
him 
while others scout the idea 


Since being released on bond Cal- 


lahan has been residing near Roff 
and last night he ended it all by 
taking 
sufficient 
strvchine to 
kill 


himself

The skilled advertiser works with small 


words —they fit into more minds than big 
phrases. 


1 he simpler the language the greater cer- 


tainty that it will be understood' by the least 
intelligent reader. 


The construction engineer plans his road- 


bed where there is a minimum of grade—he 
works along the lines of least resistance. 


The advertisement which runs into moun- 


tainous style is badly surveyed—all minds are 
not built for high level thinking. 


Advertising must be simple. 
When it 


is tricked out with the jewelry and silks of 
literary expression it looks as much out of 
place as a ball dress at the breakfast table! 


The buying public is only interested in 


facts. 
People read advertisements-to find out 


what you have to sell. 


The advertiser who can fire the most facts 


in the shortest time gets the most returns. 
Blank cartridges make noise but they do not hit 
—blank talk, however clever, is only wasted 
space. 


You force your salesmen to keep to solid 


facts—you don't allow them to sell muslin 
with quotations from Omar or trousers with 
excerpts from Marie Corelli. You must not 
tolerate in your printed selling talk anything 
that you are not willing to countenance in 
personal salesmanship. 


Cut out clever phrases if they are inserted 


to the sacrifice of clear explanations—write 
copy as you talk. xOnly be more brief. Publicity 
is costlier than conversation—ranging in price 
downward from $6.00 a line, talk is not cheap 
but the most expensive commodity in the world. 


Sketch in your ad to the stenographer. 


Then you will be so busy "saying it " that you 
will not have time to bother about the gew- 
gaws of writing 
Afterwards take the type- 


written manuscript and cut out every word 
and every line that can be erased without omit- 
ting an important detail. What remains in the 
end is all that really counted in the beginning.

corpus, and may if,necessary enforce 
such writ as provided iby law.

phrases. 


1 he simpler the language the greater cer- 


tainty that it will be understood' by the least 
intelligent reader. 


The construction engineer plans his road- 


bed where there is a minimum of grade—he 
works along the lines of least resistance. 


The advertisement which runs into moun- 


tainous style is badly surveyed—all minds are 
not built for high level thinking. 


Advertising must be simple. 
When it 


is tricked out with the jewelry and silks of 
literary expression it looks as much out of 
place as a ball dress at the breakfast table! 


The buying public is only interested in 


facts. 
People read advertisements-to find out 


what you have to sell. 


The advertiser who can fire the most facts 


in the shortest time gets the most returns. 
Blank cartridges make noise but they do not hit 
—blank talk, however clever, is only wasted 
space. 


You force your salesmen to keep to solid 


facts—you don't allow them to sell muslin 
with quotations from Omar or trousers with 
excerpts from Marie Corel li. You must not 
tolerate in your printed selling talk anything 
that you are not willing to countenance in 
personal salesmanship. 


Cut out clever phrases if they are inserted
